I, James B. Bear, declare and state the following: 

1. I am a patent attorney at Knobbe, Martens, Olson and Bear, LLP, which 
represents Travel Services Intemational, Inc. ("Travel Services International") with regard to 
certain intellectual property matters. 

2. I am informed and believe that Martin Schiff, Kathleen Sussman- Wiles, Vivian

3. I am informed and beUeve that at the time of the activities leading up to the 
invention of the subject matter of the above-referenced U.S. patent application, Paul Colangelo 
was a consultant at PricewaterhouseCoopers hired by Travel Services International to do 
technical work. 

4. I am informed and believe that Paul Colangelo participated in a project to develop 
systems and methods of comparing product information on behalf of Travel Services 
International.

6. On December 13, 2000, 1 had a letter sent by Federal Express Priority Overnight 
Service to Paul Colangelo, 67 Laura Drive, Airmont, NY 10952. The letter included a copy of 
the above-referenced U.S. patent application, a Declaration by Inventors for the apphcation, and 
an Assignment form for the application. The letter asked Paul Colangelo to sign the enclosed 
Declaration by Inventors, sign and notarize the Assignment form, and to retum the papers to me. 
A copy of the delivery documentation, the letter, and the enclosures relating to the above- 
reference patent application are attached hereto as Exhibit A and are incorporated herein by 
reference. 

7. On April 5, 2001, 1 sent a letter by Federal Express Standard Overnight Service to 
Paul Colangelo, 67 Laura Drive, Airmont, NY 10952. The letter was a follow-up to the 
December 13, 2000 letter and contained additional copies of the Declarations by Inventors and 
Assignments. Paul Colangelo was asked to complete the forms per the instructions in the prior 
letter and retum to me in a provided Federal Express envelope.

8. On April 25, 2001, I sent a third letter via Federal Express Priority Overnight 
Service to Paul Colangelo, 67 Laura Drive, Airmont, NY 10952. The letter was a follow-up to 
both the December 13, 2000 and April 5, 2001 letters. The letter urged Paul Colangelo to sign 
and notarize the Declaration and Assignment and retum them to me or notify me why Paul 
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Colangelo was unwilling to sign the Declaration and Assignment. A copy of the delivery 
documentation and the letter are attached hereto as Exhibit C and are incorporated herein by 
reference. 

9. On July 20, 2001, I sent, a fourth and final letter via U.S.P.S. Certified Mail 
Service to Paul Colangelo, 67 Laura Drive, Airmont, NY 10952. I received confirmation fi-om 
the U.S.P.S. that the letter was delivered July 26, 2001 and signed for by Paul Colangelo. The 
letter was a follow-up to both the December 13, 2000 and April 5, 2001 letters. The letter 
informed Paul Colangelo that I had not received any contact fi^om him regarding the prior letters. 
Further, the letter acknowledged that Paul Colangelo's lack of response to the prior letters 
evidenced his refiisal to sign the Declaration and Assignment. The letter also notified Paul 
Colangelo that I would be forced to file the formal documents for the above-referenced 
application without his signature. A copy of the delivery documentation and the letter are 
attached hereto as Exhibit D and are incorporated herein by reference. 

10. On July 31, 2001, 1 instructed Amy C. Christensen, a patent attorney at Knobbe, 
Martens, Olson, and Bear, LLP, to contact DataSearch via e-mail and request that a "Discovery 
Plus Search" be conducted to determine the current address for Paul Colangelo. I was notified 
via e-mail that the request been entered. A copy of this e-mail is attached hereto as Exhibit E and 
is incorporated herein by reference. 

11. On August 16, 2001, 1 was forwarded an email firom DataSearch sent on August 
3, 2001 at 1 1:44 am regarding the search results for Paul Colangelo. The search company found 
that the results indicated he is the owner of the property at 67 Laura Drive, Monsey, NY 10952 
with a phone number of (845) 356-5759. A copy of this e-mail is attached hereto as Exhibit F 
and is incorporated herein by reference. 

12. On August 9, 2001, 1 was copied on an e-mail fi-om Rexford Johnson, a Summer 
Associate at Knobbe, Martens, Olson & Bear, LLP, sent August 9, 2001 at 5:39 p.m. regarding 
his telephone conversation with Paul Colangelo on August 9, 2001 in which Paul Colangelo 
indicated that he has elected not to sign the declaration or assignment documents. A copy of this 
e-mail is attached hereto as Exhibit G and is incorporated herein by reference. 

13. I fiirther declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and fiirther declare 
that these statements were made with the knowledge that willfiil false statements and the like so 
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made are punishable by fine or imprisonment or both under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the 
United States Code, and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any patent issuing thereon. 
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
